On Sunday at Nine in the Morning, ano- 
ther Meflenger arriv’d, being difpatch’d by 
Lord Harrington from on board the Carolina 
Yacht, at Nine o’Clock on Saturday Night, 
eight Miles beyond Harwich, with Advice, 
that his Majefty was in good Health, on board, 
and would land at Harwich early the fame 
Morning. : 

Between Twelve and One, a third Meffen- 
ger arriv’d from Harwich with a Letter to the 
Queen from his Majefty, who was preparing 
to take Coach there about Six in the Morning. 

And at Two in the Afternoon, his Majefty 
pafs'd thro’ this City in an open Chaife, (the

FOREIGN NEWS. 

From the Camp at Clauflen, O&. 22- 

OUNT Seckendorf atter he had pafs’d 

the Mofelle the 17th, was inform’d the 
next Day that the Enemy had juit done the 
fame, and were advancing with all imaginable 
Haite to pafs the Salm and feize the Abbey of 
Clauffen;, upon this Advice he immediately de- 
tach’d 18 Companies of Grenadiers, who pre- 
vented the Enemy’s Defign, and pofted them- 
felves along the Banks of the River, between 
the Villages of Efch and Runnich. At Three 
in the Afternoon the Enemy, with a Front of 
thirty Companies of Grenadiers, and forty 
Piquets, confifting of fifty Men each, fuftain’d 
by two Lines of Horfe, advancing within Maf- 
ket Shot of our Men, whom Count Seckendorf 
inftantly order'’d to be reinforc’d by ten Bat- 
talions, which march’d from the Right to the 
Left of our Army. At Four two Batteries 
which his Excellency had rais’d on the Banks 
of the Salm, began to play on the Enemy 
with very good Succefs, and at Five the Prince 
of Heffe-Cafel join’d our Left with 20 Batta- 
lions: The Enemy, who from Three to Seven 
o’Clock had remain’d in full View of our 
Troops, and were drawn up in four Lines of 
Foot and two of Horfe, having been join’d by 
feveral Battalions advanc’d into a Meadow on 
the Banks of the Salm, from whence they 
gave us a Fire from their Musketry and Can- 
non, which lafted about ten Minutes and no 
longer, nor did we hear any more of them all 
the Night, except once near Midnight they 
made a general Difcharge of their Muskets, 
from which we conjeétur’d that they intended 
to renew the Attack ; but it was only to dif- 
charge and clear their Arms, becaufe the Rain 
had wet their Powder. The 21ft at Day- 
break we could not perceive their Grenadiers, 
and faw but about eight or ten Squadrons. At 
Eight in the Morning their Army began to 
march and retir’d, having its Right at Bicong, 
and its Centre and Left on the Heath: The 
Enemy made but one Difcharge of their Can- 
non. We have had fo few of our Men kill’d 
or wounded, that we doubt whether they a- 
mount to fifty in the Whole; but as to the E- 
nemy’s Lofs we are intirely ignorant. Our 
Army is encamp’d along the Salm, from Run- 


we reckon the Duke of Bethune’s Son, and 
Captain Balthafar, Captain of Grenadiers. 
The Flota for Vera Cruz now at Cadiz, has 
at laft receiv’d pofitive Orders to ‘ail, and 
according to our Advices from A4adrid, the 
King of Portugal has accepted the Mediation 
of France and the Maritime Powers. 

They write from Warfaw, that Prince Lua- 
bomirsky, a few Hours before he died, declar’d 
that the Calamities of his Country, and the 
melancholy Situation he faw it in, had broke 
his Heart, and been the principal Caufe of his 
Deat. 

They are in a great Confternation and Con- 
fufion at Genoa about the Affairs of Corfica; 
they hold Councils every Day, even on Satur- 
days, contrary to Cuftom, and as feveral Gen- 
tlemen are in the Country, the Senate has 
publifh’d an Order for laying a Fine of four 
Gold Crowns on thofe who do not aflift in 
Council. 

Don Manuel de Leon, who commands the 
Spanifh Troops at the Blockade of AZantua, 
writes, that he has pofitive Advice that the 
Town is in the greateft Mifery and Diftrefs, 
and cannot hold out much longer. 

It is reported in Italy and Paris, that the 
Marfhal de Noailles is going to fequefter the 
Revenues of the Dutchy of Modena. 

Above 2000 French Officers of the Army in 
Italy have obtain’d Leave of Abfence for fix 
Months, and they are fetting out every Day 
from thence in order to come and recruit in 
France. 

The Duke of Afontemar has given Orders for 
all the Artillery, Carriages, and warlike Stores 
that were on the Road to Adautua, to return 
back to Leghora. 

Before the King of Sardinia fet out for Tu- 
rin, his Majefty put his Troops into Winter 
Quarters in the Breffian and Cremoneze. 

They write from Paris that feveral Orders 
have been lately publifh’d there; one is for 
giving 24 Ounces of Bread a Day to every 
Trooper, Foot-Soldier, Dragoon or Haflar 
who fhall be in Garrifon or canton’d on the 
Frontiers of Germany, the Country of Metz, 
and Flanders, from the sft of November to the 
laft of April next.

Being at Claufen. 

Triers, Oct. 24. Marfhal Coigny having come 
within Sight of the Jmperial Army on the 
zoth Inftant, detach’d tty Companies of Gre- 
nadiers about Six in the Evening, with Orders 
to fall on their Left, which was not then 
forrn’d, which they did with fuch Succefs, that 
the Germans were oblig’d to retire, but being 
timely fupported by a new Reinforcement of 
Troops, they forc’d all our Grenadiers to re- 
tire in their Turn, which our Men did, ne- 
verthelefs, with all poflible Order. At Night 
the Cannonading continu’d on both Sides, and 
the next Day the two Armies continu’d drawn 
up in Order of Battle, and in Sight of one a- 
hother, without being able to come to Blows, 
becaufe they were feparated by the Salm, both 
Parties thinking it dangerous to be the firft to 
attempt the Paffage of it, fo that the Marhal 
Coigny brought back his Army near this City, 
and encamp’d at Ering, Schweig, Pfalrz, and 
Roover. The Marfhal has his head Quarters at 
the Commandery, the Count Belle-J/le at St. 
Masximin, and the Princes theirs in the City. 
We don’t exactly know the Lofs on either 
Side in this Expedition. Among the Wounded 


a€tually difpers’d in Winter Quarters, but the 
Duke of Wirtemberg, upon a Letter from 
Count Seckendorf, has fufpended the March of 
the reft. 

The Count continues pofted on an Eminence 
near Treves, expecting every Hour a large 
Train of Artillery from Luxemburg, in order 
to execute his Defigns upon the French Army. 

The Jmperialifs have had the good Fortune 
to feize a Magazine of Corn which the French 
had in a Village call'd Rockenaa. The latter 
have abandon’d all their Poits on the Rhine, 
and collected their Troops within the Lines in 
the Spirebach. 

The Imperialifis in Italy have made fome 
new Motions, and pofted themfelves in fuch a 
Manner, as to be able to penetrate into the 
Brefcian when they lift. The Marfhal de No- 
ailles has order’d a Number of Troops to re- 
pair inftantly to that Country. The Jmperial 
Huffars courfe to the very Gates of Verona. 

The Garrifon of A4antua continues to re- 
ceive Wood and Provifions, by the Indulgence 
of the Ally’d Generals. |
